shall  receive  such  compensce  as  he  and  the  Treasurer  shall  agree. 
Meetings 

The  house  in  addition  to  town  meetings  & the  use  of  all  town 
officers  and  committee  when  on  town  business  shall  be  free  The 
parties  which  now  or  hereafter  may  be  in  town  either  for  lecturs  on 
political  subjects  or  for  their  own  mutual  consultation  nomination 
of  Officers  town  state  or  national  or  to  devise  and  carry  into 
effect  such  plans  as  they  respectively  have  a right  to  do  by  the 
laws  of  this  commonwealth. 

2nd 

For  the  use  of  Lyceums  they  cleaning  the  house  at  their  own  expense. 
3rd 

For  all  liberony  and  scientific  lectures  or  exhibitions. 

4th 

For  all  temperance  lectures 
5th 

for  all  religious  meetings  for  any  demonimation  either  on  the 
sabbath  or  week  days  excepting  the  religious  meetings  of  either  of 
the  town  societies  in  town  which  have  houses  or  worship  near  the 
common . 

6th 

For  singing  schools 

Provided  it  is  to  be  understood  that  none  of  the  aforesaid 
priviledges  are  to  be  granted  to  any  one  unless  application  be  made 
to  the  person  who  keeps  the  key  of  the  town  house  by  some 
responsible  person  in  the  town  who  shall  be  responsible  to  the  town 
for  all  damages  done  to  the  house  more  than  the  ordinary  use  of  the 
same . 

These  rules  shall  be  in  force  from  this  adoption  and  shall  not  be 
altered  unless  by  the  Town  in  conformity  with  an  article  in  the 
warrant  specifying  what  rule  is  reguested  to  be  amended.

ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 
June  10,  1991 

In  our  guiet  town  of  Berkley  were  two  men  who  were  dedicated  to  the 
well  being  and  future  prosperity  of  their  townspeople. 

One,  a very  reserved  man,  Mr.  Francis  F.G.  Andrews,  didn't  speak 
very  loudly  but  his  actions  were  heard  by  all.  Throughout  the  years 
he  was  involved  in  many  areas  of  town  service  including  collector, 
treasurer,  town  clerk,  assessor,  cemetery  commissioner,  and  several 
other  appointed  positions.  Mr.  Andrews  also  had  the  distinction  of 
having  been  awarded  the  first  "Citizen  of  the  Year"  award.  He  did  a 
lot  of  good  for  the  town  and  was  liked  a great  deal  by  his  fellow 
townspeople . 

The  other,  Mr.  John  Fernandes,  was  hard  working  and  conscientious. 

He  ran  a successful  family  farm  and  filled  the  position  of  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Health  and  also  served  as  School  Committeeman,  Soil 
Conservation  Board  Member,  Health  Agent  and  several  other  appointed 
positions.  The  people  of  this  town  will  miss  his  wave  and  smile  as 
they  pass  by  the  fields  on  his  farm. 

We  feel  the  absence  of  these  two  men  with  their  passings.  They  were 
assets  to  their  families  and  to  the  people  of  our  town.  They  are 
missed  and  will  be  thought  of  for  a long  time  to  come. 
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Goodbye  dear  friends. 

A moment  of  silence  was  observed. 

It  was  voted  to  take  up  the  Articles  as  printed  with  the  exception 
of  Article  9 to  follow  Article  5. 

ARTICLE  1.  Voted:  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

Chairman,  Mark  Pettey,  Jr.,  stated  that  the  Finance  Committee  has 
finalized  the  figures  just  shortly  before  the  meeting.  After  over 
100  hours  of  work,  they  present  to  the  town  this  evening  a balanced 
budget.  If  the  meeting  chooses  to  increase  one  department'  budget, 
they  must  take  from  another. 

ARTICLE  2.  Unanimously  Voted:  To  accept  the  report  of  the  Town 

Officers . 

ARTICLE  3.  Unanimously  Voted:  To  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  enter 

into  a contract  for  the  expenditure  of  any  funds  allocated  by  the 
Commonwealth  and/or  federally  aided  programs  for  the  construction, 
reconstruction  and  improvements  of  Town  Roads . 

ARTICLE  4.  Unanimously  Voted:  To  authorize  the  Moderator  to  extend 

the  appointments  of  the  School  Building  Committee  and  the  Regional 
Planning  Committee. 


ARTICLE  5.  Unanimously  Voted:  The  town  accept  the  provisions  of 

Massachusetts  General  Laws  Chapter  59,  Section  5,  as  amended  by 
Chapter  126  of  the  Acts  of  1988  amended  Section  4 of  Chapter  73  of 
the  Acts  of  1986  to  allow  an  additional  exemption  which  shall  be 
uniform  for  all  exemptions  and  none  of  which  shall  exceed  25%  of 
said  exemptions  for  which  they  qualify  for  Fiscal  Year  1992. 

ARTICLE  9.  Unanimously  Voted:  $164,841.00  for  Bristol-Plymouth 

School.  It  was  voted:  $1,973,347.00  for  Berkley  School  Department; 

$6,500.00  for  Bristol  Agricultural;  $847,300.00  for  School 
Construction  Bond;  and  $27,015.00  for  Public  Library.

THE  COMMONWEALTH  OF  MASSACHUSETTS 

In  the  Year  One  Thousand  Nine  Hundred  and  Ninety-One 

AN  ACT  PROHIBITING  THE  DISCLOSURE  OF  NAMES  OF  CHILDREN  UNDER  THE 
AGE  OF  EIGHTEEN  COLLECTED  VIA  THE  ANNUAL  STREET  CENSUS. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Court  assembled , and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as 
follows: 

Section  4 of  chapter  51  of  the  General  Laws,  as  appearing  in  the 
1990  official  Edition,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  third 
sentence  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  sentence : - 
Said  list  shall  contain  the  name,  residence  and  age  or  date  of  birth 
of  each  such  person;  provided , however,  that  the  names  of  persons 
three  to  seventeen , inclusive , shall  not  be  disclosed  to  any  person 
other  than  their  respective  school  committee  or  boards  of  trustees 
of  county  agricultural  schools.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT 
1991 

The  Police  Department  is  still  operating  shorthanded  with  only  one 
full-time  officer  other  than  myself.  We  have  been  able  to  maintain 
coverage  by  filling  shifts  with  our  part-time  Reserve  Officers. 

The  lack  of  necessary  budget  funding  has  continued  to  deter  any 
growth  within  the  Department.  Due  to  budget  cuts,  it  has  been 
difficult  to  maintain  operations  and  stay  within  our  budget. 

It  is  imperative  that  this  year  the  Town  makes  funds  available  for 
the  purchase  of  a new  cruiser.  We  are  operating  with  one  cruiser 
that  has  over  147,000  miles  and  another  one  with  over  115,000  miles. 
With  this  high  mileage,  the  cost  of  maintenance  is  exceedingly 
costly. 

The  Town  continues  to  grow  and  with  it's  growth,  the  demands  for 
services  are  higher.  Most  all  calls  require  the  response  of  an 
officer . 

Again,  I stress  the  importance  of  taking  some  action  pertaining  to 
new  facilities  for  the  Department.  The  trailer  we  are  operating 
from  is  in  poor  condition  and  much  too  small  to  handle  the  large 
amount  of  daily  traffic  of  people. 

I again  bring  to  your  attention  that  at  any  given  time  the  Federal 
government  can  enforce  it's  mandate  that  a town  of  our  size  furnish 
a Public  Safety  Building  with  at  least  two  lockups. 

Due  to  new  laws  passed  by  the  Federal  Government,  the  State  has  now 
issued  new  mandates  which  must  be  complied  with.  Without  proper 
funding  and  manpower,  it  will  be  almost  impossible  to  comply  with 
these  new  mandates.  The  three  major  areas  mandated  are  those 
dealing  with  Domestic  Violence,  Hate  and  Racial  Crimes,  and  Child 
Abuse . 

The  Police  Department  is  your  Department  and  as  your  Chief,  it  is  my 
responsibility  to  manage  and  operate  this  Department  to  give  the 
best  possible  coverage.  Without  adequate  funding,  it  is  a very 
difficult  task.  As  you  can  see  by  the  statistical  report,  we  cover 
a wide  range  of  problems  other  than  routine  patrols. 

We  continually  support  other  Town  departments  to  ensure  continuity 
of  Town  programs . 

I wish  to  thank  all  my  Police  Officers  and  those  in  the  Dispatch 
Center  for  their  dedication  and  support.

Subject:  Annual  Report  of  the  Plumbing  and  Gas  Inspector  for  the 

year  1991 

As  the  Plumbing  Inspector,  I issued  eighty  permits  and  made 
approximately  one  hundred  and  eighty  inspections . As  the  Gas 
Inspector,  I issued  sixteen  permits  and  made  twenty-six  inspections. 

On  the  first  of  the  year,  the  Board  of  Health  and  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  adjusted  the  permit  fee  schedule  to  be  more  in  line  with 
area  towns.  I appreciate  their  consideration  in  this  area. 

The  total  income  from  plumbing  and  gas  permits  was  $4,165.  As 
Inspector,  I received  $2,823  leaving  a balance  of  $1,342  for  the 
Town  of  Berkley.  Included  in  this  account  was  five  permits  at  Town 
owned  buildings  for  which  there  is  no  charge. 

At  the  request  of  Lt.  Partridge  of  the  Berkley  Fire  Department,  I 
made  two  gas  inspections.  One  on  River  Street  which  was  in 
accordance  with  the  gas  code  and  one  at  the  Community  School  which 
did  not  meet  code  requirements.  The  situation  was  corrected.  I 
want  to  thank  Lt.  Partridge  for  his  observations  and  concerns.  He 
is  an  asset  to  the  Town  of  3erkley. 

I cannot  write  this  report  without  noting  the  passing  of  John 
Fernandes.  As  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Health,  he  was  my  supervisor 
and  we  worked  very  closely  together  for  many  years.  I know  I speak 
for  the  Town  when  I say  he  will  be  sadly  missed. 

In  closing,  I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  the  Building  Inspector,  Frank 
Wallace,  for  their  cooperation  in  assisting  me  to  do  my  job.

As  of  December  31,  1991,  the  total  number  of  names  on  the  voting 
list  were  2,127;  divided  into  550  Democratic,  346  Republican  and 
1231  unenrolled. 

The  Annual  Census  returns  have  decreased  dramatically  for  1992. 

Last  year  we  were  praising  your  efforts  with  a 95%  return.  This 
year  leaves  us  struggling  to  get  65%  back.  If  residency  is  not 
established,  voting  status  could  be  lost,  college  forms  will  not  be 
certified,  and  our  State  funding  for  schools  could  be  jeopardized. 
Costly  follow-up  calls  are  in  progress. 

The  Presidential  elections  always  bring  more  activity  to  the  office. 
Special  registrations  dates  are* still  being  advertised  by  cable  tv, 
local  newspapers,  and  scattered  public  places.  Residents  can  also 
register  at  the  Town  Clerk's  office  and  should  call  anytime  for 
special  Saturday  and  all  day  dates.  As  a note,  laws  on  Absentee 
voting  have  been  changed  in  the  past  few  years.  Disabled,  the  house 
bound,  restricted  elderly,  or  those  who  will  be  absent  from  town  on 
election  day  are  encouraged  to  contact  the  Town  Clerk  for 
applications  to  vote  absentee. 

After  17  years  as  a Registrar,  Clara  Ashley  resigned  this  October. 
Her  contagious  happiness  and  friendliness  always  welcomed  voters  to 
"her"  Berkley.  Many  "new  comers"  had  a chance  to  hear  first  hand  of 
their  new  neighborhood  "in  the  olde  days."  You  showed  us  how  to 
live  life  with  enthusiasm.  Our  dear  friend,  Clara,  may  you  continue 
sharing  your  memories,  good  heath,  and  spreading  your  happiness. 

We  welcome  to  the  Board  Christine  Labonte  not  to  replace,  but  to 
carry  on.

Mr.  Chairman, 

As  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  I submit  the  following  report  for 
Calendar  year  1991: 

As  our  town  continues  to  grow,  so  do  the  responsibilities  of  the 
Fire  Department.  All  areas  are  on  the  increase,  more  inspections, 
fire  prevention,  fire  calls  and  emergency  Ambulance  runs.  Nowhere 
in  town  is  this  growth  more  evident  than  in  the  Fire  Department. 

Our  largest  Fire  of  the  year,  The  Golden  Pheasant  Restaurant,  was 
well  involved  with  fire  upon  our  arrival  due  to  a faulty  alarm 
system.  With  hard  work  and  dedication,  houses  on  all  sides  suffered 
only  minor  damage  and  we  had  no  personal  injuries.  Another  stubborn 
fire  was  well  underway  before  we  were  called  on  South  Main  Street 
and  although  heroic  efforts  were  made  by  neighbors  as  well  as 
firefighters,  we  were  unable  to  save  the  life  of  a resident.  As 
Chief,  I was  saddened  and  deeply  moved  by  the  grief  expressed  by  all 
members  of  the  Department  involved  that  morning.  The  frustration 
that  we  could  not  have  done  more  was  repeated  over  and  over  again  by 
the  firefighters.  Maybe  a Smoke  Detector  could  have  made  a 
difference  or  maybe  someone  on  duty  at  the  station;  I don't  know, 
but  we  all  need  to  remember  this  fire. 

Our  aging  equipment  has  been  improved  somewhat  through  new  equipment 
purchases  made  possible  by  Firemen's  Association  Funds  raised  by 
fund  raisers  and  donations.  All  vehicles  are  in  good  shape  with  the 
exception  of  Engine  4,  a 1954  Ford  housed  at  Station  2 in  Myricks . 
This  vehicles  has  a leaky  tank,  but  will  hopefully  hold  for  another 
year.  Two-thirds  of  the  Town  is  covered  by  a 1970  Engine  as  first 
out  piece  and  should  be  replaced  soon.  Both  Stations  are  in  dire 
need  of  expansion  due  to  their  small  size.  Also,  our  second  brush 
truck  has  not  been  completed  due  to  a shortage  of  funds. 

The  Ambulance  billing  program  began  in  February  of  1991  and  has  been 
very  successful  and  should  help  to  subsidize  operations  as  well  as 
eventual  replacement  of  the  Ambulance.  Although  a lot  of  time, 
effort  and  energy  are  spent  with  the  collection  process,  it  has 
proved  to  be  well  worth  the  effort. 

I cannot  find  words  to  adequately  describe  the  dedication  of  our 
Call  Firefighters  who  again  and  again  unselfishly  dedicate  their 
time  to  help  the  Townspeople  of  Berkley.  We  presently  number  49 
Firefighters  and  16  EMT's.  Our  full-time  personnel  continue  to 
train,  usually  at  their  own  expense,  and  in  turn  bring  this 
knowledge  back  to  our  Firefighters  in  the  form  of  teaching  classes. 
The  degree  of  professionalism  of  the  Department  continues  to  grow 
and  you,  the  Citizens,  are  the  benefactors  of  this. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  people  of  Berkley,  and  donations  to 
the  Firemen's  Association,  an  Automatic  Defibrillator  was  purchased 
and  placed  in  service  on  the  Ambulance.  This  will  be  a big  help  to 
the  EMT's  in  responding  to  heart  attack  problems  or  anyone 
experiencing  cardiac  arrest.

Chief  Townley, 

Please  find  enclosed  a copy  of  a list  which  compiles  our  Fire 
Prevention  activities  for  the  year  1991.  This  includes  Fire  Permits 
issued  for  smoke  detectors,  oil  burners,  lp  gas  storage,  ammunition, 
tank  truck  inspection,  black  powder,  smokeless  powder,  construction 
heater  permits,  blueprints,  gas  station  upgrades,  underground  tank 
removals . 

Also,  many  of  these  reguire  inspections  before  issuance  of  the 
permit.  Several  inspections  were  also  conducted  at  the  Berkley 
Community  School,  and  both  the  Y.O.U.  house  on  Berkley  Street  and 
the  Comm.  Care  School  on  South  Main  Street.  Along  with  these 
inspections,  fire  prevention  awareness  was  also  conducted  at  the 
Berkley  Community  School  for  grades  K through  3 . Several  Day  Care 
groups  and  Boy  Scout  groups  came  to  our  Station  for  tours  and  fire 
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prevention  awareness.  One  Boy  Scout  group  of  approximately  nine 
boys  were  taught  home  fire  escape  plans,  CPR,  First  Aid  and  other 
fire  prevention  subjects. 

Also  conducted  for  the  first  time,  was  an  open  house  held  on  October 
12,  1991,  which  was  during  Fire  Prevention  Week.  This  Open  House 
was  well  attended  by  the  public  for  our  first  one  and  we  had  plenty 
of  help.  As  you  know,  we  gained  a new  EMT,  Chris  LeBlanc,  from 
doing  an  open  house.  I cannot  end  without  thanking  the  Fire 
Association  for  helping  to  purchase  what  fire  prevention  material  we 
used  this  past  year;  it  really  does  help. 

I thank  Lt.  Milne  for  his  help  with  fire  prevention  in  the  schools 
and  at  the  station.  It  is  important  to  teach  our  kids  about  fire 
and  how  to  protect  themselves.  I thank  you  for  your  continued 
support  toward  fire  prevention,  a very  much  needed  part  of  the  fire 
service  today.

1991  began  with  great  challenges  for  the  Board  and  the  library  staff 
having  had  our  budget  cut  by  33%.  Our  misfortunes  were  also 
compounded  with  the  resignation  of  Library  Director,  Barbara  Katz. 
Sometimes,  however,  with  adversity  we  realize  our  greatest  potential 
and  we  are  pleased  to  report  that  our  library  met  this  challenge 
with  great  success. 

Rosemarie  Welman,  Assistant  Librarian,  was  promoted  to  Director  and 
under  her  enthusiastic  and  determined  guidance,  Assistant 
Librarians,  Doris  Caron  and  Bridget  O'Hearne  certainly  rose  to  the 
occasion.  The  Trustees  have  only  praise  and  gratitude  for  our  staff 
for  seeing  the  library  and  the  town  through  a very  difficult  time. 
Very  often  they  worked  long  hours  with  no  compensation  to  see  that 
all  library  tasks  and  functions  were  accomplished  and  they  always 
went  that  one  step  more  to  ensure  that  services  were  provided  and 
that  programs  ran  smoothly.  On  behalf  of  the  Trustees  and  the  town, 
we  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  formally  thank  our 
wonderful  staff  for  their  deep  commitment  and  to  let  them  know  how 
much  they  are  truly  appreciated.

As  our  budget  does  not  allow  the  luxury  of 
hiring  a janitor,  the  Friends  pitched  in  to  do  whatever  was 
necessary. 

Again,  the  Board  sincerely  thanks  this  fantastic  group,  who  under 
the  direction  of  Doris  Gracia  and  Julie  Taylor,  have  helped  to  keep 
the  library  one  of  this  town's  greatest  assets. 

Library  usage  continues  to  grow  as  this  recession  drags  on.  We 
again  would  like  to  stress  the  importance  of  the  Public  Library 
especially  in  times  such  as  these.  Without  libraries,  only  those 
who  can  afford  to  buy  information  will  have  access  to  it  which  is  a 
frightening  possibility.  For  this  reason,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
remains  committed  to  our  library's  preservation  and  call  on  all  of 
our  townspeople  to  help  us  achieve  this  goal.

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PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

I hereby  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Berkley  Public  Library  to 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  residents  of  Berkley. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  fiscal  uncertainty.  The  town  was 
forced  to  deal  with  the  State's  fiscal  crisis.  Town  wide  cuts  had 
to  be  made.  The  Library  budget  was  reduced  causing  a negative 
impact  on  Library  services.  Library  hours  were  reduced  and  some 
services  were  discontinued. 

Staffing  changes  took  place  in  February.  Barbara  Katz  resigned  her 
position  as  Director.  Her  tenure  instigated  some  long  range 
planning.  The  weeding  of  over  2,000  outdated  and  unused  volumes  was 
completed,  allowing  for  much  needed  space  for  new  and  more  useful 
materials.  New  shelving,  improved  lighting,  and  carpeting  were  some 
immediate  concerns.  Maintaining  a constant  level  of  quality  library 
services  was  a challenge  she  had  to  face  on  a reduced  budget. 

When  I assumed  the  position  as  acting  Director,  my  previous  position 
as  Library  Assistant  was  not  filled.  The  custodial  position  also 
remained  vacant.  With  a reduced  staff  and  a limited  budget,  I saw 
the  immediate  need  to  examine  the  services  the  Library  provides.  To 
improve  and  expand  services  on  a limited  budget  was  a difficult 
task.  The  already  reduced  Library  hours  were  adjusted  to  better 
serve  the  community  and  were  also  set  for  year  round  continuity. 

Some  new  programs  were  introduced  such  as  the  Preschool  Story/Craft 
Hour,  the  Mother's  Coupon  Swap/Coffee  Hour,  and  the  Bedtime 
Story/Craft  Hour.  These  programs  were  well  attended  and  very 
enjoyable.  The  Junior  Volunteer  Program  was  resumed  and  the 
participants  were  very  helpful.  The  Summer  Wizard  Read  Program  and 
other  seasonal  activities  have  been  very  successful. 

The  second  half  of  the  year  was  a bit  brighter.  The  Library  budget 
was  restored  to  a reasonable  level.  Funding  for  capital 
improvements  was  approved  and  the  much  needed  carpeting,  lighting 
and  shelving  projects  have  been  completed  under  budget. 

The  recession  and  population  growth  have  caused  an  increase  in 
demand  for  Library  services.  This  is  evident  in  the  34%  increase  in 
circulation  (10,822  items)  this  past  year.  Since  the  new  library 
card  program  began  in  June  1990,  825  borrowers  have  been  registered. 
365  new  cards  were  issued  in  1991  alone.  New  acquisitions  have 
increased  95%  over  last  year.  1,067  items  have  been  added  to  our 
growing  collection  in  1991.  Out  total  collection  contains  10,608 
items  including  books,  periodicals,  videos,  audio  cassettes,  kits, 
tapes  and  film  strips. 

To  provide  better  services  to  the  community,  an  answering  machine 
was  installed  to  relay  the  hours  the  Library  is  open.  A fax  machine 
was  provided  by  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Regional  System  to 
expedite  the  sending  and  retrieval  of  information. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  proved  to  be  a strong  supportive  group. 
Their  untiring  efforts  to  raise  funds  to  help  the  Library  were  very 
successful.  The  Book  and  Bake  Sale,  the  Assonet  Fireworks  Booth, 
Antique  Car  Show  and  Sale,  and  the  Adult  Lip  Sync  Contest  could 
become  annual  events.  Many  new  items  including  videos,  a coffee 
pot,  large  type  and  Library  of  America  classic  books  were  purchased 
by  the  Friends.  Several  programs  were  provided  by  this  group  of 
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talented,  dedicated  and  enthusiastic  individuals.  The  Easter  Egg 
Hunt,  the  Summer  entertainment,  the  Haunted  Library,  Christmas  Open 
House,  and  the  Whale  Watch/Adoption  Program  were  well  attended  and 
could  become  annual  events.  Many  thanks  to  the  Friends  for  all  they 
have  contributed  to  the  Library.  May  your  group  continue  to  grow 
and  prosper. 

Community  support  has  been  evident  during  this  past  year.  Many 
groups,  organizations  and  individuals  have  helped  the  Library  in 
many  ways  too  numerous  to  mention.  Their  generous  support  has 
helped  to  provide  new  and  improved  services . 

The  Library  continues  to  need  help  and  community  support  to  provide 
the  best  Library  service  and  to  meet  the  future  needs  of  the  Town  of 
Berkley.  The  Library  is  an  integral  part  of  the  community.  A focal 
point  on  the  Common.  A place  where  all  citizens  can  come  and  enjoy 
the  wealth  of  knowledge  and  activities  the  Library  has  to  offer.

Financial  problems  continue  to  plague  the  Town  due  to  the  drastic 
reductions  in  State  Aid  of  over  $160,000.00. 
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We  have  completed  the  Audit  of  Fiscal  Year  1991  by  Milot  & Company, 
P.C.  of  Taunton,  MA.  The  results  of  this  Audit  are  available  in  our 
office  as  well  as  Town  Clerk's  office  and  will  appear  in  next  year's 
Report . 

There  are  several  bright  spots.  One  being  that  the  Recycling  and 
Solid  Waste  Committee  has  been  able  to  reduce  one  of  our  major 
budget  problems  and,  through  creative  management,  has  been  able  to 
reduce  the  cost  of  solid  waste  removal  by  approximately  forty 
percent  and  yet  maintain  reasonable  service.  The  other  area  is  the 
repair  and  rehabilitation  of  the  Town  Office  Building  through  the 
cooperation  of  the  Highway  Surveyor  and  the  Highway  Department. 

The  Selectmen's  Office  is  open  to  the  public  on  Tuesday,  Wednesday 
and  Thursday  from  9:30  a.m.  to  1:30  p.m.  for  regular  business.  Due 
to  growth  of  the  Town  and  a reduction  in  revenues  from  the  State,  it 
has  become  necessary  to  close  the  Town  Office  Building  to  the  public 
on  Friday  in  order  to  accomplish  work  deadlines.  We  meet  weekly  on 
Thursday  at  7:00  p.m.  Again,  we  are  in  desperate  need  of  volunteers 
to  serve  on  Boards,  Commissions  and  Committees.  If  you  are 
interested,  please  contact  any  Selectman  or  our  Secretary,  Mrs. 
Elizabeth  (Beth)  Lanord.  Our  phone  number  is  (508)  824-6794.  Your 
help  can  help  make  Berkley  a better  place  to  live.

It  is  obvious  to  everyone  that  the  cost  of  government  must  be 
controlled  and  reduced  at  all  levels  and  all  sectors.  To  this  end, 
people  using  town  services  are  reminded  that  following  simple 
procedures  will  go  a long  way  in  helping  ourselves  at  the  local 
level.  Therefore,  when  filing  permit  applications,  etc.,  please  use 
the  following  guidelines: 
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A.  Allow  a minimum  of  three  days'  notice  when  requesting 
inspections.  Experienced  contractors  and  builders  usually  allow  5-7 
days  so  they  will  not  be  delayed  in  their  work  because  appointment 
times  have  already  been  scheduled  for  others. 

B.  Allow  a minimum  of  two  weeks  for  processing  of  all  building 
permit  applications.  Federal  and  State  agencies  are  requiring  more 
time  consuming  review  for  compliance  with  regulatory  statutes  for 
the  protection  of  the  consumer. 

C.  A simplified  version  of  state  and  local  building  code  require- 
ments for  new  homes  is  available  to  residents  of  the  town  and  other 
interested  parties  at  a nominal  cost.  This  version  is  not  intended 
to  be  complete,  but  only  to  indicate  basic  requirements  and  general 
procedures  necessary  to  follow  when  applying  for  an  receiving 
building  permits. 

D.  Regular  office  hours  of  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  are  held  in 
the  Town  Office  Building  on  a schedule  which  is  posted  with  the  Town 
Clerk  and  the  Office  of  the  of  Selectmen,  and  is  published  in  the 
newspaper  from  time  to  time  when  varying  conditions  require  it. 
Telephone  inquiries  should  be  made  through  the  office  of  the 
Selectmen  during  the  posted  hours  of  the  Building  Department 
(508-824-6794) . 

E.  Please  keep  telephone  inquiries  as  short  as  possible.  The 
public  is  served  on  a first-come,  first-served  basis.  Very  often 
callers  are  unaware  that  they  have  interrupted  the  service  of  other 
individuals  who  have  been  waiting  in  line  when  times  are  busy. 

(Note:  As  you  can  see  by  the  information  contained  in  this  report, 

Berkley  has  not  enjoyed  the  reduction  in  housing  starts  in  1991  over 
1990  as  has  occurred  in  other  towns  throughout  the  Commonwealth.) 

When  following  these  guidelines,  every  effort  will  be  made  to 
provide  optimum  service  in  as  short  a period  of  time  as  the  number 
of  requests  will  allow. 

Once  again,  I would  like  to  thank  the  various  boards  and  individuals 
for  their  assistance  in  carrying  out  the  duties  of  this  office, 
especially  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Board  of  Health,  the  Planning 
Board,  the  Board  of  Assessors  and  Constable  Fred  Bopp.

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BERKLEY  SCHOOL  REGIONALIZATION  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Berkley, 

Poor  financial  prospects  pushed  the  Board  of  Selectmen  into  talking 
with  neighboring  communities  about  the  possibility  of  regionalizing 
many  town  services  including  education.  As  a result,  the  Berkley 
School  Regionalization  Study  Committee  was  reactivated.  Membership 
was  expanded  to  include  three  associate  members.  This 
Superintendent  has  been  supporting  the  Committee's  work  of  studying 
the  possibility  and  finding  the  most  compatible  and  possible 
partner . 

Active  Committee  members  include  Mr.  Charles  Chester,  Mrs.  Donna 
Benoit,  and  Mr.  Robert  Capuano,  representing  the  School  Committee. 
Active  associate  members  include  Mrs.  Donna  Cunha  and 
recently-resigned  Mrs.  Mary  Kay  Sullivan. 

The  Committee  has  contacted  the  Department  of  Education  for 
assistance,  laws  and  regulations,  and  procedures;  has  developed  its 
position  on  regionalization  in  the  form  of  a sample  regionalization 
contract;  has  contacted  area  school  systems  for  potentially 
interested  partners;  and  has  had  meaningful  joint  meetings  and 
discussions  with  West  Bridgewater,  Middleboro,  Somerset,  and 
Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  School  District. 

West  Bridgewater  recently  dropped  out;  Middleboro-Berkley  needs  more 
work;  and  Somerset  discussions  are  not  completed  as  of  this  early 
February  1992  writing.  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  School  District 
indicated  that  they  would  strongly  consider  an  expanded  region  with 
Berkley  on  certain  conditions. 

It  is  expected  that  the  work  mentioned  above,  a consideration  of 
current  state  educational  reform  legislation,  and  further 
discussions  with  the  Berkley  School  Committee  will  be  completed  by 
Annual  Town  Meeting  time  in  May,  1992.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

This  report  covers  the  progress  of  calendar  year  1991. 

As  the  Committee  began  1991,  legal  issues  took  most  time  and 
discussion,  including  clearing  payments  of  the  town-meeting-approved 
$56,000  to  finish  the  project  (The  largest  items  were  water 
connection  and  storage  space.)  and  the  "final  payments"  to  the 
general  contractor. 

The  Berkley  School  Building  Committee  recognizes,  appreciates,  and 
extends  a big  THANK  YOU  to  the  Berkley  Community  Playground 
Committee  for  donations  and  construction  of  a major  children's 
playground  on  the  school  sice!  April  13,  1991,  was  a wonderful 
community  involvement  day  with  outstanding  results. 

Spring  saw  the  storage  space  construction  underway,  acceptance  by 
the  Department  of  Environmental  Protection  of  "Water  Supply 
Management"  for  our  school,  and  a concern  for  the  correctness  of  our 
site  plot  plan. 

Ballfield  construction  is  slowly  progressing  with  cooperation  of  the 
Berkley  Athletic  Association,  T.M.L.P.,  and  the  school  building  and 
grounds  staff. 

The  Committee  aggressively  took  over  the  completion  of  lawn  and 
landscape,  gymnasium  leaks,  painting  (bonding  company  covered  most 
painting),  temporary  heating  costs  (long  disputed),  and  smaller 
items.  The  Committee  considers  the  project  finished  with  respect  to 
the  General  Contractor. 

As  of  this  writing,  the  plan  is  corrected  and  about  to  be  registered 
at  the  Registry  of  Deeds.  The  storage  space  is  completed.  All 
monies  have  been  expended  oi  the  project  except  a small  amount 
planned  for  original  eguipm  ;nt  needs.  Plans  are  now  set  for 
Continental  Cablevision  to  iring  cable  services  to  the  school. 

The  Superintendent's  Office  is  busy  preparing  for  the  State 
Department  of  Education  Building  Assistance  Bureau  financial  audit, 
now  expected  to  be  completed  by  the  end  of  this  1992  fiscal  year.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


RECYCLING  AND  SOLID  WASTE  COMMITTEE 

In  it's  first  official  year  of  operation,  the  Recycling  and  Solid 
Waste  Committee  is  proud  to  report  a productive  year.  A sticker 
policy  was  enforced  at  the  transfer  station  which  restricted  use  to 
Town  residents  only  and  resulted  in  $6,000  returned  to  the  Town. 
Hiring  a recycling  person  allowed  us  to  implement  recycling, 
maintain  a clean  transfer  station  and  allow  recyclables  to  be  market 
ready.  Adding  a second  compactor  allowed  us  to  reduce  container 
hauling  and  save  an  extra  $135  per  haul  per  week.  Adding  another 
entrance  and  exit  allowed  smoother  traffic  flow  and  safer  off-road 
unloading.  Hours  of  operation  were  reduced  to  comply  with  budget 
restrictions  and  yet  maintain  the  same  level  of  service  you  expect. 
We  also  held  our  first  annuel  "tire  day"  and  collected  122  tires. 

The  first  contract  in  twelve  years  resulted  in  approximately  a 
$25,000  savings  over  the  year. 

All  of  these  changes  have  been  implemented  to  reduce  our  operating 
cost.  Over  the  last  two  years,  the  Recycling  Committee's  work  has 
resulted  in  over  $90,000  m savings  when  compared  with  the  cost 
three  years  ago. 

The  Recycling  Committee  could  not  have  made  the  recycling  impact 
such  a dramatic  success  without  the  cooperation  and  enthusiastic 
support  of  the  Citizens  of  lerkley.  In  the  coming  year,  we  face 
more  difficult  challenges. 

We  have  been  examining  many  options  for  Berkley's  future.  Since 
Waste  Systems  owns  the  present  transfer  station,  we  will  be  working 
in  the  next  year  to  build  our  own.  This  alone  would  allow  us  to 
save  $60,000  per  year. 

Recycling  is  mandated  by  the  state  beginning  in  1992.  Look  for 
tighter  restrictions  regarding  trash  disposal  as  landfills  are 
closed.  We  must  comply  with  the  mandate  to  recycle.  Thank  you  for 
your  continued  cooperation  in  the  coming  year.

In  1991,  the  Planning  Board  continued  working  on  updating  the 
Board's  rules  and  regulations,  applications  and  fees.

The  Board's  main  effort  has  been  to  tie  up  loose  ends  with  active 
subdivisions  in  Town.  It  has  been  the  Board's  resolve  to  develop  a 
time  line  to  see  these  subdivisions  to  a speedy  end,  which  still 
meeting  all  of  demands  placed  on  the  developers. 

The  Board  has  enjoyed  the  participation  of  the  general  public  in 
many  of  it's  meetings.  As  a Board,  we  want  to  encourage  more 
participations . 

Meetings  are  held  every  Thursday  night  in  the  new  Town  Office 
Building  from  7:30  P.M.  to  9:30  P.M.  Plans  may  be  submitted  at  that 
time  to  be  signed  at  a future  meeting.  No  plans  may  be  signed  on 
the  night  of  presentations.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

Survival  is  the  only  word  that  could  describe  last  year.  The 
Highway  Department  had  to  gear  down  projects  to  stay  within  it's 
appropriated  budget.  A reduction  in  the  work  week  and  the 
elimination  of  large  purchases  seemed  to  solve  our  financial 
problems . 

A drainage  project  was  completed  on  Water  Street  and  an  overlay  was 
applied  to  resurface  that  area.  Binder  and  shimming  was  completed 
to  Berkley  and  Padelford  Streets.  The  finish  top  will  be  applied 
next  summer  and  work  on  the  Padelford  Street  overpass  and  ramps  will 
begin.  The  State  will  reconstruct  and  repave  the  Padelford  and 
Bryant  Street  overpass  with  State  funds.  These  projects  will 
continue  to  two  years  and  a five  year  project  will  be  history. 

With  money  being  tight,  I honestly  cannot  tell  you  what  projects  are 
next.  All  of  our  roadways  need  work,  but  money  talks  and  only  talk 
is  cheap.  We  will  continue  to  serve  the  public,  but  at  a slower 
pace . 

Hurricane  Bob  came  and  blew  everything  all  over  the  place.  With 
five  weeks  of  work  and  over  thirty-five  thousand  dollars  later, 
things  were  left  back  to  normal.  At  least  the  Federal  Government 
will  pay  for  some  of  this  bill,  with  the  remainder  of  the  bill  to 
deplete  our  already  tight  budget. 

Preparations  were  made  for  winter  by  screening  sand,  reconditioning 
our  sander  and  worrying  about  a tough  winter.  The  snow  came  down  in 
flurries  and  the  plows  were  kept  warm  indoors.  To  our  advantage, 
winter  never  came  and  a large  savings  to  the  Town  was  appreciated. 

We  will  continue  to  support  our  fellow  departments  in  keeping 
Berkley  as  safe  and  enjoyable  as  possible.  I would  like  to 
personally  thank  our  Highway  crew  for  their  dedication  towards  the 
Town  as  a whole.  Being  a demanding  and  proud  Department  would  not 
be  thought  of  without  these  resident  workers  on  our  side.

I received  a call  in  August  that  someone  was  dumping  human  waste 
into  the  Assonet  River  and  went  to  investigate,  but  did  not  find  any 
violation  there.  I waited  a couple  of  days  and  went  down  in  my 
skiff  to  follow  up  the  complaint,  but  still  did  not  find  any 
violation . 

A call  came  in  August  that  a boat  had  capsized  on  the  East  side  of 
the  River  headed  toward  Assonet  Neck.  I went  to  investigate  the 
scene.  I notified  the  owner  of  the  boat  and  assisted  in  bringing 
the  boat  to  shore. 

(Hurricane  Bob)  A call  came  in  that  a boat  had  washed  ashore  near 
the  Assonet  Neck  and  went  to  investigate.  I helped  to  recover  the 
boat  and  assisted  in  bringing  the  boat  and  the  pole  the  boat  was 
attached  to  back  to  the  Shawmut  Yacht  Club. 

During  the  Hurricane,  I discovered  a boat  near  Whales  Rock,  recorded 
the  registration  number  and  contacted  the  owner.  He  recovered  his 
boat . 

In  February  1992,  I received  a call  from  the  Coast  Guard  that  a boat 
had  capsized  near  Whales  Rock  and  went  to  investigate.  I recorded 
the  registration  number.  The  boat  was  on  the  Dighton  side  of  the 
River  and  I notified  the  Dighton  Harbormaster  to  remove  the  boat. 

In  1991,  I appointed  four  moorings  according  to  the  regulation  of 
the  Harbormaster  rules. 

As  you  know,  Taunton  is  opening  the  Weir  Park  this  year.  This  could 
create  a big  traffic  problem  for  boaters  during  the  summer  months. 

In  1991,  I patrolled  the  Assonet  River  and  Taunton  River  two  to 
three  times  a week.  I looked  to  keep  a clean  and  safe  waterway  for 
boaters  and  swimmers .

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COMMUNICATION  CENTER 

The  Communication  Center  continues  to  operate  on  a limited  budget  in 
inadequate  space.  This  Center  does  a great  service  to  the  Town  in 
that  it  is  used  by  all  Departments  and  organizations  in  Town  simply 
because  we  are  always  there. 

Our  employees  are  the  lowest  paid  in  the  area  for  the  job  they 
perform.  They  are  a small  dedicated  group  who  serve  this  Community 
to  the  best  of  their  ability.  The  primary  purpose  of  the 
Communication  Center  is  to  provide  emergency  assistance  from  the 
Police  Department,  Ambulance  and  Fire  Department  and  the  Highway 
Department.  However,  we  answer  many  reguests  for  information  and 
message  deliveries  and  we  also  serve  as  a drop-off  place  for  many 
Departments  and  organizations. 

We  handle  transfer  station  permits,  burning  permits,  all  animal 
control  calls  and  receive  deliveries  for  several  departments  and 
organizations.  We  are  responsible  for  people  gaining  access  to 
certain  buildings  in  Town,  as  we  hold  keys  and  are  always  here.  The 
list  of  duties  and  responsibilities  is  endless. 

The  growth  of  the  Town  also  contributes  to  the  increased  workload. 

We  have  not  received  a wage  increase  in  three  years  with  the 
exception  of  a few  pennies  per  hour  for  two  long  time,  full-time 
employees.  This  small  longevity  increase  is  the  only  means  of 
recognizing  continuous  extended  service  as  there  are  no  pay  scale 
steps  established  for  this  Department.  The  Communication  Center 
provides  many  valued  services  to  the  people  of  the  Town  of  Berkley 
for  a very  small  cost.  There  is  someone  on  duty  twenty-four  hours  a 
day,  seven  days  a week  and  it  only  costs  a total  of  around  $70,000  a 
year  to  operate  this  facility.  Quite  a bargain  in  this  day  and 
age ! ! 

This  Town  really  needs  a new  public  safety  facility.  This  trailer 
is  no  longer  adequate  in  size;  does  not  have  sufficient  facilities 
and  the  health  conditions  are  deplorable.  This  current  facility  is 
not  conducive  to  a good  working  environment.  I urge  the  Townspeople 
to  take  a close  look  at  this  situation  and  take  steps  to  rectify  it. 
You  need  the  services  of  the  Public  Safety  Departments. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  employees  of  the  Communication  Center, 
Police  Department,  Fire  Department  and  Highway  Department  who  all 
work  together  for  your  Public  Safety.

The  Berkley  Arts  Lottery  Council  met  twice  in  1991.  The  first 
meeting  was  held  on  April  9,  1991  at  the  Berkley  Town  Hall  for 
distribution  of  $854,  which  was  Berkley's  annual  allotment,  plus  $28 
held  over  from  the  previous  funding  cycle,  less  $43  held  for 
administrative  expenses.  Against  the  net  amount  available  for 
distribution,  total  application  requests  amounted  to  $4605. 

Grants  awarded  were:  $200  - Berkley  Historical  Society  for 

preservation  of  historical  items,  $100  - SMARTS  Collaborative  for  a 
cabaret  theater  for  students  grades  4-8,  $250  - Berkley  Public 
Library  for  a Christmas  children's  theater,  $235  - Berkley  PTO  for 
the  play  "Molly  Pitcher",  and  $50  - Great  Woods  Educational  Forum 
for  a summer  season  of  children's  programs.  A balance  of  $4  was 
held  over  at  the  state  level. 

On  December  12,  1992,  the  Berkley  Arts  Lottery  council  met  at  the 
Berkley  Town  Hall.  This  meeting  was  held  to  elect  officers,  welcome 
new  members,  and  set  application  deadlines  for  the  next  state 
disbursement  which  had  been  delayed  from  September  1991  to  February 
1992  due  to  fiscal  problems  on  the  state  level.

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REPORT  TO  THE  TOWN  OF  BERKLEY  FROM  THE  COMMISSIONERS  OF  THE 
SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL  PLANNING  AND  ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  DISTRICT 

The  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Development  District 
continued  to  serve  the  Town  of  Berkley  in  1991.  SRPEDD  (pronounced 
sir-ped)  is  a locally  run  regional  agency  serving  southeastern 
Massachusetts.  The  year  1991  was  a difficult  one  for  all  levels  of 
government.  In  addition  to  cutbacks  at  the  state  and  local  levels. 
Southeastern  Massachusetts  experienced  the  worst  recession  in  many 
years.  At  SRPEDD  we  found  the  demand  increasing  for  regional 
solutions  to  state  and  local  problems,  but  we  also  encountered 
fiscal  and  political  obstacles  to  regional  solutions. 

In  the  past  year,  the  Town  of  Berkley  was  represented  on  the  SRPEDD 
commission  by  Dr.  Karl  Eklund  and  Charles  Chester.  The  JTPG 
representatives  were  Richard  Germaine  and  Byron  Holmes. 

Some  of  the  district's  more  significant  accomplishments  in  1991 
were : 

* Completion  of  the  annual  Transportation  Improvement  Program 
(TIP)  and  Overall  Economic  Development  Program  (OEDP)  which 
set  regional  priorities  on  federal  and  state  grants  for 
transportation  and  economic  development  projects. 

* Staffing  of  the  South  Eastern  Economic  Development  (SEED) 
Corporation,  which  makes  loans  to  small  businesses  for 
expansion.  In  1991,  SEED  approved  loans  to  ten  small  businesses 
in  the  amount  of  $1.1  million.  These  loans  are  projected  to 
create  ninety-three  new  jobs  and  will  result  in  the  investment 
of  over  $3.1  million  from  private  sources. 

* SRPEDD  reviewed  the  environment  impact  of  larger  development 
projects  in  the  region  to  insure  that  potential  harmful  impacts 
will  be  addressed.  This  year,  we  reviewed  thirty-two  such 
projects,  commenting  on  the  impact  on  traffic,  water  supply, 
sewage  disposal,  wetlands,  and  other  development-related  issues. 

* Seven  applications  for  federal  and  state  funds  were  reviewed  to 
insure  consistency  with  other  plans  and  efficient  use  of  public 
funds . 

* SRPEDD  conducts  a district-wide  traffic  counting  program  and 
maintains  a computer  file  of  all  available  traffic  count  data 
for  the  period  1980  to  the  present  throughout  the  region. 

* A regional  industrial  land  plan  was  completed  in  1991.  The  plan 
shows  that  despite  plenty  of  land  in  the  region  zoned  for 
industry,  we  do  not  have  enough  prepared  industrial  sites  avail- 
able for  immediate  development. 

* SRPEDD  sponsored  a very  successful  conference  on  the  topic  of 
"Rethinking  Government  in  the  '90 's"  that  offered  innovative 
solutions  to  many  of  our  problems. 

* SRPEDD  sponsored  two  seminars  for  industry  on  methods  to  reduce 
the  output  of  toxic  wastes. 

* SRPEDD  worked  with  both  GATRA  and  SRTA  on  issues  such  as  route 
evaluations,  marketing,  service  to  elderly  and  handicapped 
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persons  and  overall  data  compilation  and  analysis. 

* Commuter  rail  was  a top  concern  in  this  region  in  1990-91. 

SRPEDD  has  strongly  supported  the  extension  of  the  Old  Colony 
line  to  Middleborough/Lakeville,  but  has  raised  concerns  over 
the  Stoughton  line  extension  to  Fall  River  and  New  Bedford. 

* SRPEDD  continues  to  provide  computerized  accident  filing  for 
eleven  towns  and  has  provided  pavement  management  assistance  to 
six  towns. 

* SRPEDD  continues  to  provide  information  and  technical  assistance 
to  business  and  municipal  clients.  Scores  of  developers  and 
businesses  receive  information  from  SRPEDD. 

* Under  contract  to  Boston  Edison,  SRPEDD  organized  the  second 
Earthlab  Conference  held  in  Carver  in  October. 

We  look  forward  to  serving  you  in  1992. 

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

An  increasingly  concerned  public  heavily  mandates  that  the  Wetlands 
Protection  Regulations  CMR  310  10.00,  enacted  in  1982  and  revised 

in  1989  and  1990,  be  carried  out  by  the  local  Conservation 
Commission  to  ensure  a quality  environment.  The  DEQE , now  the 
Department  of  Environmental  Protection,  interprets  present 
regulations,  recommends  amendments,  and  offers  guidance  to  the  local 
Commissions . 

The  Massachusetts  DEP  emphasizing  better  coastal  wetland  management 
of  our  riverways  and  waterways,  which  Berkley  has  much  of.  We  will 
be  required  to  carry  out  these  strict  regulations. 

Our  function  is  to  regulate  work  activity  in  the  wetlands  and  within 
100  feet  of  the  wetlands.  If  any  proposed  work  is  to  be  done  in  the 
wetlands  (Resource  Area),  then  a written  Request  of  Determination  or 
the  filing  of  a Notice  of  Intent  should  be  submitted  to  the 
Commission  together  with  plans  showing  the  existing  characteristics 
of  the  area  and  the  extent  of  the  work  to  be  done. 

Forms  are  available  at  the  Town  Offices  on  our  meeting  nights,  which 
are  the  1st  and  3rd  Thursday  evenings  of  the  month  at  7:30  P.M. 

The  Commission  was  very  busy  this  year  with  seven  requests  for 
Determination  and  twenty  Notices  of  Intent.

Normally,  we  have  a little 
breathing  room  between  payments  to  catch  up  on  loose  ends  but  it 
looks  like  we  will  be  busy  all  year  on  quarterly  tax  bills. 

On  the  Treasurer's  side  of  my  office,  I find  the  State  is  more  apt 
to  be  on  time  with  Cherry  Sheet  monies;  also,  they  have  gone  back 
to  quarterly  payments.  Hopefully  with  this  and  quarterly  tax 
bills,  it  will  eliminate  most  of  the  borrowing.  Time  will  be  the 
answer . 

The  State  still  does  not  seem  to  be  very  encouraging  in  their 
forecast  for  local  distributions  in  the  future  years. 

I would  like  to  thank  all  the  Dept.  Heads  for  their  cooperation 
and  help  in  making  my  position  run  a lot  smoother.  Especially  the 
two  Clerks  in  my  office  for  their  dedication. 

I would  also  like  to  take  this  time  to  thank  you,  the  Townspeople, 
for  your  continued  support.

There  were  584  requests  for  service  as  Animal  Control  Officer  in  the 
year  1991.  The  categories  were  dog  complaints  and  investigations; 
stray  or  lost  horses;  stray  or  lost  cows;  lost  or  dead  cats; 
miscellaneous  domestic  animals;  wild  animals  and  birds. 

Berkley  residents  are  urged  to  familiarize  themselves  with  the 
contents  of  the  Animal  Control  By-Law.  With  budgetary  problems 
facing  the  Town,  it  is  ever  more  important  that  everyone  be  sure 
s/he  follows  this  by-law  and  keeps  their  dog  restrained  and  under 
control  at  all  times.  Not  only  does  this  save  money  for  the  Town, 
but  may  save  the  life  of  your  pet.  This  by-law  is  for  the 
protection  of  both  animals  and  residents  and  I thank  those  who 
adhere  to  the  law. 

In  the  event  that  your  dog  breaks  lose,  it  is  my  job  to  pick  him  up 
and  hold  him  for  ten  days.  At  the  end  of  ten  days,  he  is  taken  by 
the  New  Bedford  Animal  Rescue  League  and  will  be  held  for  only  a few 
more  days  if  he  is  adoptable.  If  he  is  not  adopted,  he  will  be 
euthanized.  I am  sure  there  are  a few  of  you  who  have  lost  your  pet 
and  not  realized  this  procedure.  One  way  to  help  me  locate  you  and 
your  pet's  home,  is  to  be  sure  he  is  licensed.  Licenses  are  due  the 
first  of  March  every  year  and  are  available  at  Town  Clerk's  office. 
If  your  pet  is  lost,  call  the  Police  Station  business  line 
(822-7040)  any  time  for  information.  If  you  are  interested  in 
adopting  a pet,  you  may  also  call  the  Police  Station  or  the 
Selectmen's  office  (824-6794)  for  an  appointment  to  visit  available 
dogs  and/or  cats. 

My  sincere  appreciation  is  extended  to  the  residents  of  the  Town  of 
Berkley  for  your  cooperation  in  aiding  me  to  perform  my  job. 

I offer  special  thanks  to  Highway  Surveyor  Raymond  Rose,  Joe  Bullock 
and  John  Beard  of  Berkley  and  Barry  Emond,  Animal  Control  Officer 
for  the  City  of  Taunton,  who  have  assisted  me  on  numerous  occasions 
with  their  expertise  and  equipment. 

I also  thank  the  New  Bedford  Animal  Rescue  League  whose  services  are 
volunteered  at  no  charge.

GENERAL  INFORMATION 


KINDERGARTEN  REGISTRATION 

1.  To  enter  Kindergarten,  a child  must  be  five  years  of  age  on  or 
before  August  31  of  the  year  of  entry. 

2.  A Birth  Certificate  must  be  presented  at  registration. 

3.  A doctor's  certificate  of  immunization  against  diphtheria, 
pertussis,  tetanus,  measles,  poliomyelities , and  lead  test  unless 
exempted  for  medical  and/or  religious  reasons, must  be  presented 
at  registration. 

4.  A recent  physical  examination  recorded  on  the  Massachusetts 
Health  Form  by  the  child's  doctor  must  be  completed. 

5.  Following  the  registration,  appointments  will  be  arranged  for  a 
hearing  and  vision;  a developmental  and  a speech  and  language 
screening . 

HEALTH  POLICIES 

1.  In  case  of  illness,  a doctor's  certificate  is  necessary  only 
for  communicable  diseases  or  if  specifically  requested  by  the 
school . 

2.  No  grade  6-8  student  will  be  allowed  to  bring  medications  to 
school  unless  the  school  nurse  has  a doctor’s  order  specifically 
stating  the  name  of  the  medication,  dosage,  time  to  be  given,  the 
student's  diagnosis,  and  the  necessity  of  taking  the  medication 
during  school  hours.  The  doctor's  order  should  be  accompanied  by 
a signed  and  dated  note  from  the  parent  requesting  the  administra- 
tion of  the  medication.  A final  check  with  the  physician  may  be 
made  by  the  school  nurse.  Parents  are  requested  to  drop  off 
medications  (for  safety  reasons)  for  those  students  in  grades  K-5. 

3.  Transportation  of  a sick  child  is  the  responsibility  of  the  par- 
ent. Only  in  an  emergency  will  the  school  provide  transportation. 

4.  Vision  and  hearing  screening  tests  are  conducted  annually. 

5.  Physical  examinations  are  given  yearly  in  grades  four  and  eight. 

6.  PEDICULOSIS  POLICY 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  School  Committee  to  send  pupils  home  from 
school  for  treatment  if  they  are  found  to  have  pediculosis. 

A pupil  who  has  pediculosis  shall  be  sent  home  from  school  by  the 
Principal  or  his/her  designee.  Parents  are  responsible  for  trans- 
portation. Readmission  to  school  is  subject  to  approval  by  the 
school  nurse.  If  pediculosis  is  discovered  in  a pupil  on  three 
occasions,  the  fourth  incidence  will  require  a certifi-cate  from 
a physician. 

SCHOOL  NOTES 

When  a student  is  absent  from  school,  he/she  is  expected  to 
bring  a written  excuse  from  his/her  parents  explaining  the  ab- 
sence. A request  for  dismissal  before  the  end  of  the  school  day 
should  be  made  in  person  or  in  writing  by  the  parent.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Berkley. 

I herewith  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  your  Superintendent  of 
Schools.  This  report  covers  the  events  and  activities  which  occurred 
during  the  1991  calendar  year. 

I begin  this  1991  report  with  quotes  that  are  still  true  and  are  the 
backdrop  of  the  fall  of  1990  that  lead  us  into  the  winter  of  1991: 

"Large  reductions  in  state  aid,  shortage  in  Berkley  revenues,  and 
deficit  bills  of  the  town  first  forced  level  funding  and  then  reduced 
funding.  The  Special  Town  Meeting  restored  all  School  Department 
losses,  then  a Proposition  2 1/2  referendum  vote  denied  all  those 
funds,  and  the  School  Department  was  forced  to  balance  its  budget  and 
spend  $275,000  less.  All  through  the  fall  saw  the  School  Committee 
and  administration  concentrating  their  efforts,  discussion,  and  deci- 
sion making  around  the  financial  crisis.  The  general  result  was  a 
30%  loss  of  staff,  cutting  programs,  combining  classes,  increasing 
class  size,  and  reducing  transportation  and  building  care." 

"This  is  an  educational  crisis.  Berkley’s  students  are  not  getting 
equal  educational  opportunities  with  their  peers  from  other  cities 
and  towns  in  Massachusetts.  Commissioner  Raynolds  says,  "Massa- 
chusetts needs  a new  system  for  funding  public  education."  In  no 
place  is  it  more  true  than  here  in  Berkley." 

"Criticism  runs  higher  and  higher,  support  runs  lower,  and  this 
spiral  is  like  a depressed  state  of  mind,  easy  to  continue  to  be 
caught  in.  However,  on  behalf  of  Berkley’s  wonderful  children,  hopes 
for  better  must  persist!  Your  committed  staff  continues  to  give  high 
effort  to  help  balance  fiscal  shortcomings  with  caring,  concern,  and 
hard  work." 

The  second  half  of  the  1990-91  school  year  saw  continued  hard  times 
with  a few  blazes  of  light.  The  hard  times  included  the  implementation  of 
a ride  by  fee  only  for  students  living  less  than  2.0  miles  from  our  Commu- 
nity School  in  an  attempt  to  ’save  $10,000."  Furloughs  of  no  work  and  no 
pay  in  the  amount  of  5%  was  effective  for  administrators  and  office  and 
custodial  staff.  Notices  were  sent  to  groups  using  the  building,  first 
informing  them  that  the  building  was  closed  to  outside  groups,  then  tell- 
ing them  they  could  use  the  building  with  low  heat  for  a fee. 

However,  in  spite  of  the  gloom,  smoke,  and  fire;  many  new,  positive, 
and  changing  things  were  optimistically  pressing  on.  Many  attended  the 
reception  of  new  Superintendent  Daniel  Cabral  in  our  high  school  partner 
system  of  Somerset.  Berkley  Community  School  joined  the  accredited  list 
of  New  England  Schools  and  Colleges.  Janice  Backlund  was  named  Administra- 
tor for  Student  Services.  The  Berkley  School  Committee  went  over  to 
Somerset  for  a very  positive  joint  School  Committee  communication-sharing 
meeting.  As  always,  the  regular  monthly  principal’s  reports  contained  a 
long  list  of  encouraging  activities  such  as  donations;  lots  of  volunteer 
efforts;  enrichment  programs  cffered  by  P.T.O.;  support  of  three  Parent 
Advisory  Councils — Special  Education,  Early  Childhood,  and  the  Princi- 
pal's; parent  seminars;  student  faculty  events;  student  council  dances; 
and  so  on.  After-school  fee-paid  French  was  a successful  trial. 
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In  March  student  transportation  under  2.0  miles  was  returned  under  an 
agreement  that  the  Town  Reserve  Funds  would  be  used  if  necessary.  Eventu- 
ally the  E.E.O.  grant  monies  covered  this  $8,000  cost. 


There  were  many  difficult  times  of  worry,  hard  negotiations,  and 
heated  discussion  concerning  our  money  shortage.  We  applied  for  and  even- 
tually received  a waiver  from  the  State  Department  of  Education  in  order 
to  continue  to  receive  our  Equal  Educational  Opportunity  Grant  of 
$59,475.  When  the  E.E.O.G.  money  was  received,  the  School  Committee  re- 
called the  following  people  through  June,  1991:

Betsy  Gooch,  Chairperson,  and  a small  loyal  committee  raised  a wonderful, 
large  playground  for  our  children.  What  a success!  What  a nice  event! 
What  pride  we  all  have!  THANK  YOU  TO  ALL! 


Our  K-8  science  curriculum  was  reviewed  and  revised  during  the  school 
year  with  Mrs.  Lucinda  Hagar  as  Coordinator.  A f iscally-conservative  and 
practical,  yet  fine  and  valuable,  curriculum  package  was  created  by  an 
active  staff  and  a science  curriculum  committee. 


In  late  spring  Mrs.  Mona  Keane  announced  her  retirement  at  the  end  of 
the  school  year  after  twenty-five  years  of  competent  and  tireless  teaching 
services  to  the  students  of  Berkley.  Mr.  Edmund  "Red"  Lawlor  also  an- 
nounced plans  to  retire  to  half  time  in  June  and  full  retirement  in  Decem- 
ber, 1991,  after  eight  years  of  valuable  and  committed  services  as  a well- 
known  custodian.  The  School  Committee  thanked  both  of  these  people  for 
their  services;  and  friends  and  fellow  staff  members  held  fitting  and  fun 
events  to  mark  each  retirement. 


The  School  Committee  saw  changes  to  its  structure  in  May.  Mrs. 
Maryann  Smith  was  elected  Chairperson.  Mr.  William  Babbitt  did  not  seek 
re-election.  We  thank  him  for  his  sincere  efforts  on  behalf  of  Berkley's 
school  children.  Mr.  Robert  Capuano  became  the  newest  elected  member  of 
the  Berkley  School  Committee. 
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On  May  22  there  was  a major  Evacuation  Drill  successfully  accom- 
plished with  the  town's  emergency  service  departments.  In  June  the  Adult 
Education  and  Summer  School  Director,  Mrs.  Margaret  Martinez,  announced 
plans  for  both  adult  and  student  summer  program  offerings.  The  School 
Committee  also  announced  that  all  support  non-union  staff  would  not 
receive  raises  for  1991-92  as  previously  agreed  under  a plan  to  defer  such 
5%  raises. 

Mrs.  Janice  Backlund  reported  to  the  School  Committee  of  the  signifi- 
cant plans,  goals,  and  activites  for  the  increased,  almost-full,  integra- 
tion of  special  needs  and  regular  students  programs.  The  School  Committee 
continued  to  endorse  these  positive  changes. 

It  was  decided  that  with  the  school  lunch  program  in  deficit,  it  was 
necessary  to  increase  school  lunch  prices  to  $1.00  for  students  and  $1.50 
for  adults.  Prices  had  not  changed  for  years,  and  these  are  still  the 
lowest  lunch  prices  known. 

August  saw  the  loss  of  Chapter  188  state  funds  for  School  Improvement 
Council  and  Early  Childhood  Playgroup.  The  playgroup  and  Integrated  Pre- 
school increased  parent  fees  to  compensate.  The  Berkley  Athletic  Associa- 
tion gained  control  of  the  school  baseball  field  further  construction  with 
the  promise  of  and  belief  in  a stonedust  infield. 

The  fall  of  1991  was  a new  school  year.  Many  of  the  hurts  of  the 
last  school  year  were  set  aside  by  a sincere  and  dedicated  staff;  and 
they,  with  the  great  help  of  students  and  volunteers,  have  lifted  the 
moral  to  a pleasant  and  positive  educational  environment.  We  in  Berkley 
are  fortunate  to  have  such  a fine  staff!  At  this  time,  I will  single  out 
the  designated  leaders  for  my  special  commendation:  Sherry  Medeiros, 

Principal;  Janice  Backlund,  Administrator  of  Student  Services;  Margaret 
Martinez,  Joanne  Hadley,  and  John  Costa,  Department  Heads;  Anne  St.  Pi- 
erre, Margaret  Bouchard,  and  Joan  Spreyer,  Coordinators;  and  Joan  Reed, 
Business  Secretary.  I thank  each  one  of  them.

4.  To  establish  non-graded  continuous-progress  no-fail  primary  K-2. 

5.  To  establish  the  "Middle  School  Philosophy"  in  grades  6-8. 

6.  To  continue  to  increase  school-community  partnerships  with  taxpayers, 
town  government,  senior  citizens,  parents,  and  businesses. 

7.  To  expand  the  extra-curricular  program  offerings  through  fee-paid 
funding. 

8.  To  expand  the  self-sustaining  Adult  Education  Program. 
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9.  To  maintain  an  uplifting,  positive,  happy  spirit  for  the  students 
and  staff  in  spite  of  the  depression  caused  by  inadequate  resources. 

10.  To  communicate  with  the  community  all  we  can  about  the  Berkley 
Community  School,  the  Berkley  Public  Schools,  and  the  educational 
services  provided  to  Berkley  students/children. 

We  opened  school  in  September,  with  the  same  staffing  level  as  we 
closed  with  in  June  plus  an  additional  sixth-grade  teacher  and  some  addi- 
tional in-class  teacher  aide  time.  A more  formal  school  volunteer  program 
was  established,  assisted  by  Early  Childhood  Coordinator,  Mrs.  Anne  St. 
Pierre.  Fall  Adult  Education  Programs  were  announced.  After-school  stu- 
dent activities  by  fee,  beginning  with  music,  were  placed  under  the  coordi- 
nation of  Mrs.  Margaret  Martinez.  The  School  Committee  and  administration 
began  the  hard,  thought-provoking,  time-consuming  review  and  update  of 
School  Department  Policies.  The  final  town  School  Department  budget  was 
voted  by  the  School  Committee  at  $2,054,347.  There  was  an  agreement 
reached  by  the  School  Department,  Finance  Committee,  and  Board  of  Select- 
men to  use  the  state-allowed  one-twelfth  teacher  salary  amount  deferral 
into  FY’93. 

Fall  also  saw  the  school  library  offering  services  under  a staff  of 
parent  volunteers,  and  the  school  cafeteria  ceiling  was  scraped  and  paint- 
ed by  volunteers.  The  Senior  Citizens’  Holiday  Dinner  in  December,  spon- 
sored by  the  School  Committee  and  staff,  was  just  great  againl 

Your  maintenance  staff,  short-handed  but  under  the  capable  leadership 
and  example  of  Mr.  Mark  Macdonald,  upkeep  your  investment  well.  In  addi- 
tion to  their  regular  duties;  they  have  repaired  plumbing,  electrical,  and 
heating  services,  and  painted  interior  walls.  Mr.  Macdonald  "general 
contracted"  the  storage  addition  and  managed  the  improved  finish  to  our 
lawn  and  building  project.

CURRICULUM  REVIEW 

As  a result  of  our  self-study  and  the  subsequent  on-site  visitation 
by  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges,  the  administration  and 
staff  are  committed  to  a five  (5)  year  cyclic  review  of  our  curriculum. 
The  school  committee  endorses  this  commitment.  The  revised  social  studies 
curriculum  was  accepted  in  April,  1990.  The  revised  science  curriculum 
was  accepted  in  May,  1991.  Currently,  the  reading  and  math  curricula  are 
being  reviewed  for  completion  by  the  end  of  school  year  1991-92.  The 
English  curriculum  will  be  reviewed  during  school  year  1992-93.  The  fifth 
year  of  the  current  cycle  (school  year  1993-94)  will  be  utilized  to  re- 
view/revise subjects  of  the  Arts/Movement  Block. 

DEPARTMENT  HEADS 

The  concept  of  Department  Heads  was  instituted  on  a one-year  trial 
basis  for  school  year  1989-90.  This  model  was  evaluated  by  staff  and 
administration;  and  a report  was  issued  to  the  Superintendent  and  School 
Committee.  The  report  was  overwhelmingly  positive,  calling  for  the  contin- 
uation of  the  Department  Head  model.  The  following  staff  members  serve  as 
Department  Heads:  Mrs.  Margaret  Martinez,  Ms.  Joanne  Hadley  and  Mr.  John 

Costa. 

NEW  ENGLAND  ASSOCIATION  OF  SCHOOLS  AND  COLLEGES 

The  Berkley  Community  School  was  granted  initial  accreditation  by  New 
England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  in  1989.  At  that  time,  we 
were  required  to  submit  a two-year  progress  report  to  NEASC  detailing  our 
continuing  efforts  in  the  areas  of  curriculum,  department  head  model,  and 
standardized  testing.  Our  report  was  submitted  for  the  November  14  and 
15,  1991,  Commission  meeting.  The  members  of  the  Commission  accepted 
Berkley  Community  School’s  two-year  progress  report.
